Th© ap p lication of the Chicag o and 
Alton railway for an injunction 
re­ 
straining the town authorities of Rush 
Hill, Audrain county . Missouri, from 
arresting its train crews and charg ­ 
ing them with violating the sp eed 
law, was taken under advisement by 
Judg e Finkelnburg 
in 
the 
United 
States district court y esterday , say s 


the St. Louis Rep ublic. 
The oflBcials of Rush Hill declare 
that the trains sp eed throug h that 
town at a rate that is dang erous to 
the inhabitants. After tolerating the 
alleg ed nuisance for months, it is 
said, a meeting of the town board was 
called to take some action ag ainst the 
railroad. The members of the board 
voted unanimously for the establish­ 
ment of a sp eed ordinance. The law 
required trains to g o throug h the city 
at a rate of sp eed not to ex ceed eig ht 
miles an hour. 
The train crews, it is alleg ed, ig ­ 
nored 
the ordinance, 
and 
p assed 
throug h the town at a record-breaking 
clip . 
The action on the p art of the 
trainmen, it is alleg ed, resulted in 
many arrests, and fines rang ing from 
$20 to $50 were imp osed. 
Another feature which caused a tilt 
between the authorities of Rush Hill 
and the railroad was the limiting of 
the time that an eng ine or handcar 
could remain on the tracks in the city 
limits. 
The railroad alleg es that the city 
of Rush Hill is merely a flag station, 
with only about 250 residents. It fur­ 
ther states that the railroad tracks 
are in the southern p art of the city , 
and that only the occup ants of one 
house are required to cross the tracks 
to g et into the business center of the 
town. 
Hence, the railroad say s, to 
obstruct the streets is Imp ossible,

A MONSTER TURTLE. 


It Gave Battle to Five Men, Wrecked 
Boat and Escaped. 


Five East Norwalk fishermen crawl­ 
ed into p ort last evening using the 
stump s of their oars as p addles and 
with one of their number unconscious 
in the bottom of the boat, as the re­ 
sult of an attemp t to catch the famous 
610-p ound 
log g erhead 
turtle which 
escap ed from 
CajUain 
Charles E. 
Ducross, a South Norwalk marketman, 
and which was the larg est and most 
vicious turtle of 
this 
sp ecies ever 
broug ht into Fulton Market, writes a 
South Norwalk, Conn., corresp ondent. 
This is the turtle whose p addles 
w’ere p ierced by 
Cap tain 
Ducross, 
and the owner arrested and fined for 
cruelty to animals. The cap tain was 
found g uilty and fined $5 and costs at 
a time when the turtle had escap ed 
from his p en. 
The mammot'h che- 
lonian tore down and crunched the 
p lanks on the side 
of 
the p en as 
thoug h they were toothp icks. 
Cap tain Ducross offered a reward of 
$50 for the cap ture of the turtle, and 
Frank Petty , with his two sons, Frank 
and Georg e, and two other men named 
Swanson, set out y esterday morning 
in a rowboat, intending to catch the 
chelonian. They took nets and sp ears 
and rop e a-p lenty . 
According to the story they tell, the 
turtle was sig hted in deep water near 
Cockeno Island, not far from where 
it was seen the afternoon before by 
Cap tain Charles Wy nns, of the oy ster 
steamer Josep hine. 
Cap tain Wy nns 
had made an attemp t to catch the 
animal, hut his shell had successfully 
resisted the assault of a boathook, 
and the turtle swam off, disp lay ing 
g reat 
sp eed 
and viciousness when 
aroused. 
The Petty p arty found the turtle 
asleep in the harbor on top of the 
water. 
They ap p roached him slowly 
and cautiously . When rig ht up on him 
one of the Swansons, who is an ex p ert 
fisherman and 
sailor, 
attemp ted to 
drive an eel sp ear, to which a long 
and heavy line was attached, throug h 
the hack of the turtle. 
Swanson had sp eared many a fifty - 
p ound sea bass, and 
sp ent several 
y ars at Block Island sp earing sword­ 
fish weig hing .300 and 400 p ounds from 
tlie p ulp it of a boat, hut he had never 
sp eared a 600-p ound log g erhead tur­ 
tle before which 
had been fed on 
p orterhouse steak for two w’eeks. He 
was unequal to the emerg ency . 
The 
sp ear broke short off in the toug h 
shell of the turtle, and then there com­ 
menced a fig ht which lasted for nearly 
an hour. 
The chelonian seemed to have no 
fear of the men or the boat. He turn­ 
ed up on them and with his flip p ers 
almost overturned their boat. 
The 
"ve m€ *n beat him over the head with 
the oars. 
These he occasionally g ot 
in his mouth, and each in turn was 
crunched and broken off. 
It was in 
the thickest of the fig ht that Sw’anson 
in some w’ay w’as struck by either one 
of the flip p ers of the “animal” or by 
his beak, and a long g ash was tom 
in his arm. 
In sp ite of the wound 
Swanson assisted in the fig ht until 
the turtle withdrew* and sank out of 
sig ht, ap p arently none the w’orse for 
his encounter.

Educator Who Called Upon M. De- 
Witte at Portsmouth, N. H. 


Among those to g reet M. de Witte 
after the service in Christ church Sun­ 
day was a former instructor of Baron 
Komura and Mr. Takahira in the im­ 
p erial university of Tokio, the Rev. 
E. Warren Clark, now of the Ep isco­ 
p al diocese of Rhode 
Island and a 
nep hew of Bishop Clark. 
Mr. Clark is now visiting Ports­ 
mouth as g uest 
of Mrs. Helen C. 
Knig ht. 
Since coming here he has 
been anx ious to meet his old p up ils, 
and ex p ects to nave that p leasure 
some time during 
the 
week. 
He 
sp eaks Jap anese fluently , althoug h it 
is thirty y ears since he left Jap an. 
“M. de Witte would p robably be 
surp rised,” he said after the service, 
“to learn that I was one of the first 
p ersons to teach the Jap anese the 
use of hig h ex p losives. From 18 71 to 
18 75 I was 
p rofessor of chemistry 
and hig h ex p losives in the Imp erial 
university at Tokio. 
At 
that 
time 
Baron Komura w^as a member of the 
first leg al class of the Kaiseig akko, 
or school of civilization. 
I remem­ 
ber him distinctly as a little fellow 
who used to occup y an ^nd seat, and 
was one of the best students. When 
he p assed in a carriag e a few day » 
ag o I recog nized him immediately . 
He has chang ed much in ap p earance 
since I used to see him daily in the 
class. 
“Another instructor of Baron Ko­ 
mura at that time was E. H. House, 
now of New York. Dr. Griffis was a 
member of the Eng lish sp eaking col- 
only at that time and wrote his book, 
‘The Mikado’s Emp ire,* in my house. 
“I was very much interested in the 
Russian p arty Sunday morning , be­ 
cause the Ep iscop al service is very 
different 
from 
that 
of the Greek 
church w’hich the Russians attend. 
M. de Witte seems to think his p arty 
was about to be surrounded when the 
surp liced choir came in, and I noticed 
he watched very closely while Baron 
Rosen never turned his ey es from the 
altar. The collection was also some­ 
thing new for them ap p arently , and 
sitting in the front p ews was a little 
embarrassing for several members of 
the p arty . It was one of the most in­ 
teresting ex p eriences I have had in 
an 
Ep iscop al

The men and women who erected 
the barricades around which so mucii 
blood flowed during the recent riot in 
Lodz, Russia, were following time- 
tried p recedents, for the street bar­ 
ricade Is the 
first thing which an 
otherwise defenseless p op u^tion p uts 
up when it means to fig ht authority » 
say s^an ex chang e. History has beeen 
made at the barricades. 
Nearly 6 0 0 
y ears ag o Paris, the home, ap p arently » 
of this sort of fig hting , barricaded its 
streets ag ainst the future Charles V. 
and two and a quarter centuries later 
resorted to 
similar 
defense when 
4,000 mercenaries were marched in 
by Henry III. to overawe the "council 
of six teen.” 
The 
barricades 
were 
terribly successful then, for the sol­ 
diery would have been annihilated 
had not the court consented to neg o­ 
tiations in time to save the remnants 
of the 4,000. 
During the three day s* revolution 
in Paris seventy -five y ears ag o the 
p op ulace showed that it had not for­ 
g otten. 
Men, women and children 
worked to 
build 
ramp arts 
in the 
streets, tearing up the roads and p ull­ 
ing down building s and trees for their 
material. Louis Philip p e fell when the 
first barricade of the revolutionaries 
was run up . 
There was a terrible 
fig ht to follow, in comp arison with 
which that at Lodz was insig nificant. 
Six teen thousand p eop le were killed 
and wounded and half as many taken 
p risoner. The damag e done amounted 
to $6,000,000. 
When Louis Nap oleon seated him­ 
self he remembered barricades 
a nd 
their p ower and determined that he 
would have none of them. He made 
wide boulevards, which 
ca nno n co uld 
sweep with g rap eshot, macadamised 
the roads and did all he could thUik: 
01 to make the barricading of the 
streets Imp ossible. 
But the day s of 
the commune showed that the old a rt 
was by no means g one nor the po ssi­ 
bilities ex hausted.
